In making the excavation for the 
parish house and social center of the j 
j Trinity Lutheran church, just east of 
i the church, 
a number 
of skeletons 
were unearthed Thursday. 
The bones j 
were gathered and placed in wooden 
boxes and will be buried in the Old 
cemetery on East High street, where 
a number of skeletons were buried at 
a previous excavation some years ago 
when the basement was excavated on 
which the home of Mrs. Mary Krim- 
mel now stands. 
I 
The old cemetery occupied the en­ 
tire lots 113, 114, 115 and 116. The 
little plat of ground was set aside as 
a graveyard 
for the 
Lutheran and 
Calvinistie 
congregation 
by 
the 
court of common pleas in 1810, when 
this city was selected as a county sea t 
in place of J efferson. The land at the 
time 
belonged to Daniel 
Dresbach 
and was purchased by the county. 
No interments 
were made 
a fter 
1857. 
The old monuments bore in­ 
scriptions 
in German, 
i hese 
were 
later removed to the old cemeter\ on 
Ea st High street. 
The two 
lots on 
the east side, 113 and 114 were the 
English 
or Calvanistic 
side 
of the 
cemetery and lots 115 and 116 was 
the 
German side. 
A fence kept the 
followers of Luther and Calvin sepa­ 
rated. 
In 1863 by an act of the court, most 
of the bodies in the English portion 
of 
the 
cemetery were 
removed to 
other burial grounds and a German
